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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group II in the reply filed on November 
12, 2007 is acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 7-9 and 11-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Reagen et al. (US 5,814,575). 

Reagen disclosed an oligomerization process in the presence of catalyst 
composition comprising chromium amide prepared by reacting a chromium compound 
and a metal amide, a trialkyl aluminum compound, and a aluminum phosphate support 
(col. 1, line 64 to col. 2, line 10; col. 2, lines 19-67; col. 7, lines 8-23; and cols. 50-55, 
Examples 201 1 , 2012, 4003 and 4004). When the metal amide such as lithium 
diisopropylamide, lithium dicyclohexylamide, or sodium bis(trimethylsilyl)amide is used 
in the ethylene trimerization process as shown in Examples 4003 and 4004, Reagan's 
catalyst composition meet the limitation of the catalyst of the instant claims. It is noted 
that Reagan does not expressly disclose the oligomer product to have Poisson 
distribution, however, based on the high percentage of the 1-hexene listed in Table 
XXVI, one would have expected the oligomer distribution to be Poisson distribution. 
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Claims 12 requires ethylene is a recycled and claim 13 further requires a second 
polymerization catalyst. While the indicated limitations are not in the cited prior art, the 
examiner takes official notice that those limitations is generally known in the art. For 
example, unreacted ethylene should be recycled for both economical and environmental 
reasons; and a second catalyst in the reaction media allows copolymerization of the 
oligomer prepared in situ. 

Thus, it would have been obvious to a skilled artisan at the time the invention 
was made to employ Reagen's teaching to oligomerize olefins in the presence of the 
aluminum phosphate supported chromium amide catalyst wherein the amide is selected 
from diisopropylamide, dicyclohexylamide, or bis(trimethylsilyl)amide since such is 
within the scope of Reagan's disclosure and in the absence of any showing criticality 
and unexpected results. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claim 1 1 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Reagan does not teach or reasonably suggest the oligomer product with the 
percentage limitations of the instant claims.
